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Fraudster said to have organised comedy charity show 

MRS BROWN'S BOYS 
FANS FLEECED BY CON

A FRAUDSTER who claimed 
to be hosting a sell-out show 
featuring stars of Mrs Brown’s 
Boys at a popular Black Coun¬ 
try venue has conned people 
out of thousands of pounds. 

Police are now investigating after 
people paid for tickets for the non-ex¬ 
istent events at The Windsor Theatre 
in Bearwood. 

The conman who had advertised under 
several different names, including the name 
Mint Studios, had even planned a sold-out Mrs 
Brown’s Boys event at the venue for August 
next year, supposedly in aid of charity. 

But the con was brought to light when 
lawyers for Mrs Brown’s Boys star Brendan 
O’Carroll contacted the theatre to say they 
knew nothing about it. Theatre manager Paul 
Fletcher, who has been part of the family-run 
business for 36 years, said he was stunned 
when it emerged the show was a sham. 

He said: “We were approached in June by 
this man who said he was a well-known char¬ 
ity organiser and wanted to use our facilities to 
promote his events. 

Charity 

“He had a list of shows planned ranging from 
pantomimes to discos under the company name 
‘Mint Studios’ and said all the money raised 
would be going to charities. 

“He said he would be putting on a show with 
the cast of Mrs Brown’s Boys for next year and 
that they were coming here to Bearwood. We 
believe he took all the money directly through 
a Paypal account for tickets. It wasn’t until we 
had a solicitor’s letter from Dublin, on behalf 
of Brendan O’Carroll, saying no events were 
planned to take place or had been booked, that 
we realised we had been sucked in.” 

Tickets for the show ranged from £20 to £35 
- and it was thought to be a sell-out. 

Mr Fletcher continued: “We have put a lot of 
money in The Windsor Theatre to take it for¬ 
ward with it being community-based and this 
has left us sick to the stomach.” 

Councillor Richard Marshall said: “He has 
just built up people’s trust and is a con artist. 
It is awful.” A West Midlands Police spokesman 
said: “Our inquiries are ongoing.” 

Meanwhile, the real Mrs Brown’s Boys are 
coming to Birmingham’s Genting Arena for 
three shows in April. Stage show Good Mourn¬ 
ing Mrs Brown will take in 48 UK and Ireland 
arena shows from March 30. It comes to the 
arena at the NEC from April 6 to 8. Tickets go 
on sale at 9am tomorrow, Friday.

GHOSTS and ghouls, witches and vampires 
are the traditional costumes worn by people 
looking to celebrate Halloween.

Rush hour chaos as 
water main bursts 

COMMUTERS faced a chaotic rush hour 
due to a burst water main on a major route 
in Birmingham. The busy A38 Bristol Road 
was flooded in the early hours of Monday 
with up to 2ft of water. 

A stretch of road close to Edgbaston 
Cricket Ground was closed for several 
hours, from Pebble Mill Road to Priory 
Road. The main is believed to have burst 
at around 4.30am. 

At least one car was reported to be 
stranded as water levels peaked near the 
Birmingham Dental Hospital. 

COUNCIL 

5,000 street lights 
changeover starts 

SANDWELL Council has started updat¬ 
ing 5,000 street lights across the bor¬ 
ough with new low energy LED bulbs, 
which they say will save £120,000. 

As well as the savings they hope to 
make from the more efficient lights, the 
authority says the change will help it 
to achieve its aim of reducing carbon 
emissions. The new LED bulbs use 74 
per cent less energy than the bulbs 
they are replacing. 

According to the council theyare also 
virtually maintenance free and should 
last up to 25 years, compared to the 
usual lifespan of six to seven years for 
a standard street light. 

The work started at the end of Au¬ 
gust 2016, but is continuing to be car¬ 
ried out until the end of January 2017.

hold for 6,000 child images 


A MAN who had more than 6,000 in¬ 
decent images of children stored on a 
laptop and USB drive avoided jail after 
a judge said it would be ‘safer’ for the 
public to offer him psychological help. 

Adrian Miles, of Short Street, Darlas- 
ton, had 6,063 class C images, 42 class 
B images and 11 class A images stored 
on his computer and a USB drive, with 
police also discovering searches for pho¬ 
tographs of underage ‘pre-teen’ children 
in his internet history. 

Miles, 49, was arrested on September 
29, 2015 after police were given a tip-off 
and was given a 12-month prison sen¬ 


tence suspended for two years at Wol¬ 
verhampton Crown Court. 

He was also given a mental health 
treatment requirement of two years 
after the court learned he suffered from 
manic depression, as well as a rehabili¬ 
tation requirement of 25 days, alongside 
a 10 year sexual harm prevention order, 
meaning he will have to ensure his in¬ 
ternet history is available for viewing by 
police during that time. 

He will also have to sign on to the sex 
offenders register for 10 years. 

Prosecuting, Howard Searle, said: 
“There had been attempts by the de¬ 


fendant to clear his internet history but 
some of the images were still available 
to view. Search terms including pre-teen 
naturists were discovered by police. Im¬ 
ages were also stored on a USB stick and 
split into folders which were given titles 
such as Hotties One and Yummy 10.” 

Defence solicitor Arvind Sharma said: 
“Most will give excuses such as curios¬ 
ity when their habits are discovered but 
the defendant has admitted that he has 
a problem with an attraction to children. 
It is the opinion of probation officers 
that this will make it easier for them to 
work with him.” 


All change at school as 
guns are out for name 


GUNS Village Primary School is 
to change its name, despite a 
petition of more than 500 people. 

Governors at the school on Hanbury 
Road in West Bromwich wanted to 
make the change in response to recent 
gun crimes in Birmingham, and other 
practical reasons. 

This is despite the name having histor¬ 
ical significance, with the area being used 
for gun manufacturing. 

However despite a petition by parents, 
the decision has been taken that it will be 
renamed Hanbury Primary from Septem¬ 
ber 2017. 

The move has been described as ‘silly’ by 
ward Councillor John Edwards. 

He said: “It is a very silly decision. The 
school has not listened to me or my fellow 
councillors on this. 

“It is a historic part of West Bromwich, 
and I think it is a petty decision. By chang¬ 
ing the name they are wiping part of our 
history off the map.” 

Correlation 

When the plan was first proposed, par¬ 
ents launched a petition and a group was 
set up, ‘The Against Guns Village Primary 
School Name Change Committee’. 

In response to the announcement that it 
will go ahead, the committee has written a 
letter to the school’s authorities. It states: 
“The name Guns Village is a name that 
has been historically linked with the area 
for centuries. It bears no direct correlation 
to gun crime, gangs or any atrocities that 
have happened either historically or more 
recently across the globe.” 

It continues: “Most of us have lived in 
this area for the majority of our lives and 
are proud of our local heritage, and that 
this area once had a strong industrial pres¬ 
ence, critical for the growth and develop¬ 
ment of the country as a whole. 

“This area did not get the name ‘The 
Black Country’ for nothing. Are we to 
change that as well for fear we may upset 
or offend someone?” 

Dawn Cooper, head teacher of Guns 
Village Primary School, said: “We have 
consulted with parents and carers about 
changing the name of the school and more 
than 80 per cent of the people who re¬ 
sponded were in support of changing the 
name.

TWO students from the Black 
Country put their building skills to 
the test to help build a house for 
a poor family in Mexico using only 
hand tools. 

The industrious Grace Academy 
Darlaston students, Laura Cot- 
terill and Grace Jenkins, raised 
£1,495 each to go on the 11-day trip 
to transform the life of a Mexican 
family whose previous home had 
been burnt down by a house fire. 

The new 11 feet by 22 feet house 
in Tijuana which has a concrete 


foundation and stucco-finished ex¬ 
terior, will help to keep the family 
together. 

Some of the poorest families in 
Mexico live without electricity, 
running clean water, or access to a 
fridge, car and telephone and, after 
returning from the life-changing 
adventure student Laura Cotterill, 
aged 16, said: “I really enjoyed the 
trip to Mexico. 

“I thought it was amazing to see 
how families could be changed by a 
little bit of help.” 


The idea behind the Build Hope 
scheme which the pair took part in 
is to give students the opportunity 
to experience a new culture, the 
tools to help them make a differ¬ 
ence in the lives of other people in 
need overseas, and a fresh perspec¬ 
tive on life. 

Rachael Wright, ethos youth 
worker at Grace Academy Darlas¬ 
ton who also went on the trip, said: 
“I am really proud of our students 
who took on the challenge to keep 
a family together.” 


£500k brook 
boost in plan 
to prevent 
overflowing 

AN extra half a million pounds is to 
be pumped into a scheme to prevent a 
brook from overflowing and hooding 
nearby homes to allow urgent work to 
begin as soon as possible. 

A culvert running under Mushroom 
Green embankment in Cradley is at risk 
of collapse due to its poor condition and 
needs to be replaced. 

Environment bosses say work must be 
started before the end of the year. 

Now Dudley Council has approved 
additional costs of £496,000 to carry out 
the culvert replacement works. 

The council had previously been 
granted a total of £1.4 million towards 
the cost of the project, but urgently re¬ 
quired the additional funds to carry it 
through to completion. 

The decision was taken by Councillor 
Judy Foster, deputy leader and cabinet 
member for community council, who 
said: “I approved it because it is essen¬ 
tial work that needs to be carried out.” 

Dudley Council will be working in 
partnership with the Environment 
Agency, Sandwell Council and Severn 
Trent Water on what they hope will be 
a long term solution. Back in 2000, as a 
result of culvert blockage, land upstream 
of the embankment hooded and began 
seeping through the man-made ash em¬ 
bankment. The Environment Agency 
along with Dudley and Sandwell Coun¬ 
cils attended the scene, and had to spend 
several days pumping water out. 

This latest funding decision follows 
formal approval by the agency to fund 
phase one, costing £100,000. 


Fears grow for

CONCERNS are growing for a miss¬ 
ing man who has not been seen for a 
fortnight. Luke English, aged 40, from 
Quinton, has not made contact with his 
family since he was last seen on Monday, 
September 12 and 
police said they 
had become ‘very 
worried’ for his 
safety. 

Described as 
white, 5ft 7ins 
with a stocky 
build, bald and 
clean shaven, West 
Midlands Police 
said is possible Mr English could have 
travelled to Sussex, Hampshire, Devon 
or Cornwall. Anyone with information is 
asked to call 101 or the Missing People 
charity anonymously on 116 000.

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Affordable 
homes plan 
by council 
is approved 

COUNCIL bosses have approved buy¬ 
ing 39 new homes in Smethwick to be 
rented as ‘affordable’ council houses. 

The properties would be located on 
the Brindley 2 redevelopment site, in 
Lewisham Road. It would see 23 two 
bed and 16 three bed properties built 
on the former industrial site. 

A full planning application for 155 
homes was submitted by developer 
Countryside Properties in June. 

Sandwell Council Leader Steve 
Eling said he expected the build to be 
complete by this time next year. 

He explained: “This is a good news 
report because the Brindley 2 site 
does now look like it will be brought 
forward for development. There was 
no previous planning given to a owner 
some years ago but now a new owner 
has come forward and will take it on. 

“I am incredibly pleased that we 
will be getting more decent, quality 
housing for the people of Sandwell. 
We will satisfy the need of 39 fam¬ 
ilies and of course we are building 
other new homes in the borough too 
so there will be different mixes on the 
scale of house building we can do.” 

The former industrial buildings 
were demolished on the site in 2008. 

The site will be to the northeast 
of Smethwick High Street and Rolfe 
Street station. Councillor Peter 
Hughes added: “I would like to com¬ 
mend cabinet for providing housing 
other than building them ourselves.” 

A report with the scheme claims the 
build will also ‘boost the character’ of 
the local area and that the site was a 
‘key opportunity’.

Lemons voodoo found in woodland

LEMONS pierced with sewing nee¬ 
dles found in woodland in the Black 
Country may be connected to witch¬ 
craft or voodoo, it has been claimed. 

The bizarre find was made in War- 
ley Woods, Bearwood, where a hand¬ 
ful of lemons were discovered with 
the pins inside which some said could 
pose a danger to children and dogs. A 
picture was posted by one concerned 
park goer on Facebook gaining more 
than 100 shares. 

Viv Cole, friends of Warley Woods, 
said: “It is some weird thing that 
someone has done and apparently it 


suggests that it is for good luck or to 
ward off a curse. In the big scheme 
of things this is unimportant. It just 
worries people.” 

Facebook users believed it to be a 
‘urban voodoo’ lemon and pin charm, 
which removes curses originating 
from a Italian or Hindu myth. 

Councillor Bob Piper, who repre¬ 
sents the Abbey ward, said: “It is a 
waste of needles, a waste of lemons, 
a waste of money and a waste of time. 

“They still could endanger children 
or dogs and its just plain stupid.” 

According to Mythology Dictionary, 


pinning a piece of paper bearing the 
name of a person to a lemon was said 
to cause illness, or even death of that 
individual. 

An online blog has also looked into 
why lemons are used in black magic. 

This includes the practical reason 
that the fruit easily allows the inser¬ 
tion of pins, making it an effective al¬ 
ternative to a voodoo doll. 

A post on blackmagicrearch.blog- 
spot.co.uk states: “It is an accepted 
fact that lemons are very effective as a 
medium for carrying out the activities 
of witchcraft.” 


Campaigners are really 
Abbey that pub is saved 


CAMPAIGNERS have been given 
cause to raise a glass after a nine- 
month struggle to save their local 
pub proved successful. 

More than 2,000 people signed a pe¬ 
tition to save The Abbey Hotel in Bear¬ 
wood, which shut suddenly in February 
last year. 

But after a campaign group led by Julie Bir- 
ley got the pub designated as an Asset of Com¬ 
munity Value, new owners have finally taken it 
over - much to the delight of punters 

The landmark pub suddenly closed down in 
February this year and at one stage went under 
the hammer for £375,000. 

There were fears the pub site would be devel¬ 
oped for housing - but these dissipated when 
campaigners got it designated an Asset of Com¬ 
munity Value. 

Teaching assistant Mrs Birley said: “It’s 
great news that it is definitely reopening in the 
next six weeks or so. 

“I think it’s going to be like an Indian grill in 
the back but still a pub as well. 

Difference 

“The day that we found out the news was 
amazing. 

“Everyone is really looking forward to it 
opening again. 

“So many people just refused to give up and 
it made a real difference when we got the Asset 
of Community Value.” 

After The Abbey Hotel in Bearwood shut in 
February more than 2,000 people signed a pe¬ 
tition calling for the pub to remain open, but 
then owners Stonegate closed it down regard¬ 
less. Stonegate subsequently sold it to devel¬ 
opers. 

When it closed, The Abbey became the latest 
Bearwood pub to face the axe after the Thim- 
blemill was demolished to make way for a care 
home. 

Management at the Abbey announced the 
pub’s sudden closure on its Facebook page and 
said it was ‘a very sad time’. 

At the time the pub said on its Facebook 
page: “It is with great sadness that we have to 
announce the the Abbey has been sold and will 
be closing at the end of February. 

“We would like to thank all our loyal custom¬ 
ers and the lovely people of Bearwood for their 
support. 

“Anyone who has a function booked with us 
we are deeply sorry.”

Her condition is so rare, she 
wasn’t diagnosed until she was 
three and she’s never met anyone 


else with the same syndrome. Her 
mum Laura said: “There’s still 
very little information about Wil¬ 
liams Syndrome and there are a 
lot of unknowns. When Skye was 
born, doctors thought she might 
not live for more than 24 hours, 
but she has grown to be a happy, 
sociable little girl.”

Believe it or not, there are more 
than 14,000 British people alive today 
who were alive in September 1916 when 
Private Smith was alive. Not so long ago, 
after all.

as a little Venice 
and nowhere 
near as smelly. 
We stayed in

Chiefs back moves 
to tackle travellers 


By Clare Butler 


A NEW document to en¬ 
force tougher restrictions 
on illegal traveller camps 
in Sandwell has been ap¬ 
proved by council bosses. 

The policy, which will now go 
out for public consultation, will 
help the authority working with 
West Midlands Police to serve 
injunctions against problem 
groups and bring in bailiffs. 

Councillor Paul Moore said he 
now hopes that residents will see 
that they are ‘responding to their 
concerns’. He said: “I have been 
very insistent in bringing forward 
this new document because we have 
been inundated with concerns from 
residents. 

“But by approving this I hope that 
people will see that the council is re¬ 
sponding. The main changes will be 
around the use of bailiffs and sec¬ 
tion 77 powers for injunctions to be 
served against problematic groups. 

“We need something fair and ro¬ 
bust in Sandwell.” 

Damage 

It comes as the council has spent 
an estimated £250,000 a year deal¬ 
ing with illegal encampment’s and 
has moved on more than 1,000 cara¬ 
vans in the last two years. 

Councillor Peter Hughes said that 
litter and criminal damage were the 
main areas of concern. 

He added: “One of the main is¬ 
sues that residents complain about 
is criminal damage to sites such as 
padlocks being removed and things 
broken. Rubbish left behind is also 
the sort of costs that the council 
can least afford - it would be better 
to try and get the bill picked up by 
them [the travellers] instead.” 

At present, court orders are usu¬ 
ally served to remove a camp in con¬ 
junction with the police. 

However, the proposals set out 
changes which they hope will give 
them more power to remove trou¬ 
blesome camps through the use of 
common law and injunctions. 

The document was approved for 
consultation at a council cabinet 
meeting last Wednesday.

Parents are 
fined £l3k 
for holidays 
during term 

PARENTS across Sandwell were fined 
a total of £13,000 for taking their chil¬ 
dren out of school during term time 
last year, new figures have revealed. 

More than 200 parents were made 
to pay by Sandwell Council during the 
2015/16 school year under the contro¬ 
versial policy. 

Figures showed many parents are 
continuing to take the risk of being 
fined, despite the legislation having 
now been in place for three years. 

Fines of £60 are handed out to those 
who breach the rules, rising to £120 if 
not paid in 21 days. Anyone who re¬ 
fuses to pay then faces the prospect of 
being taken to court. 

Data released under the Freedom 
of Information Act showed schools 
took action against 216 parents in the 
borough during the last school year 
which ended in July. The payments 
brought in a total of £12,960. 

Six parents managed to successfully 
appeal their fines. The number of fines 
issued in the borough has increased 
compared with previous years. 

There were triple the amount com¬ 
pared to 2013/14 when there were 87, 
while there were just 15 handed out 
in 2012/13. 

Sandwell Council’s children’s ser¬ 
vices boss Simon Hackett said: “Al¬ 
though I do sympathise with families 
who struggle to get the time off dur¬ 
ing the statutory holiday periods and 
those that cannot afford holiday prices 
in the peak periods, I would obviously 
urge parents to ensure that their chil¬ 
dren attend school regularly so that 
their education is not disrupted.”

College site 
security set 
to increase 
after blaze 

SECURITY is to be stepped up at a 
fire-hit former college building after 
council bosses demanded its owners 
take action. Around 20 firefighters 
tackled a blaze at the site in Crock¬ 
etts Lane, Smethwick, on Saturday 
September 17. 

The derelict building has become a 
target for arsonists since closing four 
years ago and it was the fourth time 
in just over a year fire crews had been 
called to the site. 

The latest fire proved to be the final 
straw for bosses at Sandwell Council, 
who laid down an ultimatum to its 
owners that they either secure the 
site or the authority would do it for 
them and send them the bill. 

The owners have now agreed to 
carry out improvements, including se¬ 
curing doors, installing better fencing 
and clearing debris in the buildings. 
The roof will also be repaired. 

Councillor Richard Marshall, cabi¬ 
net member for leisure, said: “We are 
very concerned at the rapid deteriora¬ 
tion of these buildings which are in a 
conservation area and need to be pre¬ 
served. One of the buildings is grade 
II listed, so it’s part of our heritage. 

“The situation has become so seri¬ 
ous that we told the owners we would 
do the work needed and bill them for 
it if they didn’t take urgent action, 
but I am pleased to report that the 
owners have confirmed they will be 
starting work on site tomorrow. 

“Hopefully this will provide the 
necessary security to preserve these 
important buildings and allay public 
concerns about the site.” 


Software to boost 
crews' responses 

NEW computer software is being in¬ 
troduced by West Midlands Fire Ser¬ 
vice to optimise emergency responses. 
The Dynamic Cover Tool (DCT) will 
analyse data from 150,000 historical 
incidents and support decisions taken 
in the force’s Fire Control. 

Bosses say it will map resources 
against known risks in the region 
while enabling firefighters to deliver 
fire prevention and business protec¬ 
tion work. A report to West Midlands 
Fire and Rescue Authority (WMFRA) 
revealed the new software will be 
launched this autumn. 

Crews take on average four minutes 
and 40 seconds to reach emergencies 
in which people or buildings are in 
danger. The authority believes it to be 
the best response time in the country.

Budget for parks down by £200,000 


THE budget spent on parks in Sandwell has reduced 
by £200,000 in four years. But leaders at Sandwell 
Council have hailed previous long-term investment 
in facilities as being cost effective. 

In 2014, the money put aside to be spent on pub¬ 
lic park facilities was £280,500, which decreased 
to £183,500. But for 2017 and 2018, the estimated 
amount that would be put aside is around 80,000. 

Councillor Richard Marshall, cabinet member for 
leisure, said the authority no longer needed to pump 
as much cash into parks as a lot of work had been 
done in recent years. 

He said: “Most of the money that has been spent 
is upgrading facilities. We have a lot of good facili¬ 
ties and green flag facilities across the borough. So 


there will be a natural decrease in what we spend 
on public park facilities. Among the parks that have 
recently upgraded in Sandwell include Lightwoods 
Park and Dartmouth Park, where funding has come 
from the Heritage Lottery Fund. 

“We are totally committed to leisure facilities 
in parks in Sandwell, which is a testament to how 
many green flag parks we have across the borough 
for such a small area.” 

Councillor Marshall estimated that there was 
around 12 green flag parks across the borough and 
insisted the decrease in spending did not mean re¬ 
pairs would not be carried out where needed. 

He said: “Obviously we had lottery granting for 
Dartmouth Park, and Lightwoods Park. All were 


supported by friends groups. A lot of councillors and 
friends groups are always pushing to upgrade parks. 
We are not going to let facilities fall into disrepair. 

“The lottery grant to Lightwoods was £5.2 million 
and the funding for West Smethwick Park for £5.6 
million, I think that was biggest for any park in the 
country.” 

Last December, a new £100,000 play area opened 
at Lightwoods Park in Bearwood. A giant two-tower 
climbing wall as well as traditional playground rides 
were among the new additions. 

Restoration work at Dartmouth Park in West 
Bromwich saw the creation of an outdoor gym, war 
memorial, pavilion and water play area, while a new 
£70,000 bandstand was also added. 


Amputee thrown out 
of trampoline centre 

A TRIPLE amputee was told to leave a 
trampolining centre in case she injured 
others. 

Ellie Bishop - who is an award winning 
trampolinist - was thrown out of Flip Out in 
Oldbury which has been open for just a few 
weeks, after it was claimed the manager told 
her she could not be ‘in control’. 

The 16-year-old, who is from Rowley Regis, lost 
both her legs, her right arm and three fingers on 
her left hand after contracting meningitis when she 
was just five years old. 

Determined Ellie fought on and returned to 
horse riding and trampolining once she had recov¬ 
ered - and even went on to win awards. 

Ellie, who has just started college, said: “I felt 
completely embarrassed and discriminated against. 

The manager was shouting at me in front of every¬ 
one saying that if I have no feet, I cannot bounce.” 

Ellie had even signed a waiver before getting on 
the trampoline, accepting any responsibility for in¬ 
juries she might sustain. But she claimed she was 
told she was ‘likely to injure herself or others’ as 
she couldn’t be ‘in control’. Humiliated, Ellie and 
her friends left - but only Ellie was given her £10 
back after she asked for a refund. 

Refunds 

Elbe said: “The company should have said if they 
had an issue with me being an amputee. Instead, 
they did it after I’d already been there an hour and 
he said it in front of loads of customers..” 

Furious, Elbe’s mother, Karen Dunnaway, con¬ 
tacted Flip Out who then offered refunds for the 
entire party. Ellie had her limbs amputated after 
contracting meningitis in February 2006. 

She was half an hour from death when doctors 
made the difficult decision to operate. 

She spent three months in hospital recovering 
after having both legs amputated above the knee, 
her right arm amputated below the elbow and 
three fingers amputated on her left hand. 

Izzy Hussein, from Flip Out, said: “First and 
foremost we’d like to apologise to Ellie as Flip Out 
prides itself on being inclusive. Secondly all cus¬ 
tomers can be assured that safety is our number 
one priority. The day of Elbe’s visit was particu¬ 
larly busy, due to an opening promotion. 

“The manager was concerned that Elbe was in 
the extreme free running area which is for ad¬ 
vanced users and identified the potential for her 
and other customers to be injured. We’d like to 
offer complimentary sessions to Elbe and her fam¬ 
ily and very much hope she will visit us again at 
Flip Out Sandwell.”

Also there were 43 entrants in the hotel and 
pub grounds category and 18 from parks, cem¬ 
eteries and crematoriums. 

Effort 

Chairman of Heart of England in Bloom, 
Roger Bache stated “Entrants give a lot of 
time and effort to make where they live and 
work a nicer, safer place to be and are very 
proud when they receive their prestigious 
awards.” 

Heart of England in Bloom is the regional 
element of the Britain in Bloom Campaign 
organised by the Royal Horticultural Society, 
RHS, which encourages communities to work 
together to improve and enhance their local 
environment. 

For the second time Halesowen was among 
the gold award winners. 

Eve O’Conner, chairman of Halesowen in 
Bloom, hailed the help of community volun¬ 
teers in Halesowen’s bid to securing the top 
prize. She said: “Everybody put a lot of hard 
work into getting the award, and a lot of vol¬ 


unteers contributed to getting the gold by 
doing all sorts of jobs throughout Halesowen 
to ensure we achieved the mark. 

“Volunteers constructed a 20ft narrow boat, 
which will now reside in the town for a num¬ 
ber of years for people to enjoy. It was a bloom¬ 
ing show stopper for us.

We make it [ BETTA 
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Lack of compassion for disabled 


I FIND myself writing this letter due 
to the utter lack of compassion and 
comprehension of people making deci¬ 
sions about disabled people. These de¬ 
cision makers have no idea what being 
disabled means - living with a disabili¬ 
ty day after day. 

I am a disabled lady and have been 
for 16 years. During this time I have 
been continually assessed for my 
entitlement for Incapacity Benefit, 
Disability Living Allowance (DLA), 
Employment and Support Allowance 
(ESA) and now Personal Independent 
Payment (PIP). From the beginning of 
1996 my doctor told me I had ankylos¬ 
ing spondylosis of the spine, which was 
incurable and would get worse over 
time, which it has. 

Over the years I have developed 
other health problems. Having seen 
highly qualified doctors in all of these 
assessments they have confirmed not 


only to me, but to those of you who 
decide who of us are entitled to get 
these benefits, that I should never be 
assessed again. In fact, I was given this 
in writing over 15 years ago and now 
it would seem that we are all to be as¬ 
sessed again. Does this mean that none 
of the highly qualified doctors that I 
have seen knew their job?An example 
of what it is like for me came in Janu¬ 
ary 2015, when I was asked to attend 
an interview for assessment for ESA. 

My appointment time was 12.45pm 
and it was a very cold snowy day, so 
we started out early and got there for 
12.15. We waited and waited and no- 
one came. At 4.15 my daughter, who 
accompanied me, could see I was in 
considerable pain from sitting in such 
an uncomfortable chair for over four 
hours. She went to the reception desk 
to ask only question “is anyone com¬ 
ing to see my mom”, only to find that 


I had been put in a waiting room and 
forgotten about. It would seem, having 
spoken to many people who have been 
reassessed, that there seems to be a 
pattern, where people are having their 
mobility taken away from them.Does 
anyone realise that by taking away the 
only means that most disabled have of 
escaping their homes, could be severely 
damaging to the mental health, and 
therefore physical health of the people 
affected? 

The new government plan seems 
to be that upgrading your care allow¬ 
ance justifies that they can take away 
your car because you have been down¬ 
graded to low mobility. I was told that 
my health would never improve and so 
having been awarded a mobility car, I 
never anticipated I would have to pro¬ 
vide for my travel needs myself.

SCHOOLCHILDREN can enjoy read¬ 
ing in their brand new and colourful 
library on wheels thanks to £10,000 
from the Heritage Lottery Fund.

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Huge clean-up at park 
wrecked by travellers

TROLLEYS, cushions, a 
rug and wooden panels are 
among a pile of rubbish 
which has been left strewn 
over a children’s play area 
and park by travellers in the 
Black Country. 

A council has been left with a 
huge clean-up job after the mess 
was left behind at Brades Park in 
Oldbury. 

The travellers had been camped on 
the land, off Dudley Road East, for the 
previous fortnight. 

Rubbish has been left piled around 
the children’s slide, while part of the 
fencing has also been damaged. 

Further mess, including a sofa, 
wooden panels and bin bags filled with 
rubbish have been left on the other 
side of the field, which is regularly 
used by dog walkers and children. 

Disgusted 

Residents said it was not the first 
time travellers had pitched up on the 
land and their latest visit has led to 
calls for more to be done to try and 
stop them from getting on again. 

John Evans, aged 56, who lives 
nearby and walks his dog on the 
park, said: “I am disgusted. I was gob¬ 
smacked when I saw the mess. 

“It’s outrageous, they have wrecked 
all the park for the kids and the com¬ 
munity and it’s us who will have to pay 
for it. 

“Why couldn’t they have just left it 
they way they found it? 

“They have got to put some concrete 
bollards up to try and stop it from hap¬ 
pening again.” 

It comes as Sandwell Council bosses 
are currently discussing ways to try 
and crackdown on the number of trav¬ 
ellers moving onto green spaces across 
the borough. 

Caravans pitching up on land across 


the Black Country has been a feature 
of the summer, with some groups re¬ 
turning to the same location having 
been previously moved on, leading to 
growing frustration among residents. 

Sandwell Council leader Steve Eling 
says it is their aim to have a ‘clear and 
robust approach’ so they can act in a 
‘timely, co-ordinated and appropriate 
way’. 


The authority already has a proto¬ 
col for tackling travellers, but the new 
proposals set out changes which they 
hope will give them more power to re¬ 
move troublesome camps. 

Sandwell Council spends an esti¬ 
mated £250,000 a year dealing with il¬ 
legal encampments and has moved on 
more than 1,000 caravans in the last 
two years.

Consultation launched 
over pest control fees 


SANDWELL Council has laun¬ 
ched a public consultation on 
how best to continue providing a 
full range of pest control services 
in the face of reducing budgets. 

The council is currently the only 
one in the Black Country to provide a 
full range of free services for residents 
facing problems with pests - including 
rats, mice, wasps, fleas, insects and 
cockroaches. 

Many other councils charge for dealing 
with pest infestations. 

The authority has launched a consulta¬ 
tion to give residents the chance to com¬ 
ment on which pest treatments they would 
be willing to pay for and what charges they 
feel would be acceptable. 

If charges are introduced, people on 
means-tested benefits would not have to 
pay. The council has no plans to charge for 
dealing with rats and mice. 

Distress 

Cabinet member for public health and 
protection Councillor Preet Gill said: “The 
pest control work the council does is vitally 
important. We currently provide a free ser¬ 
vice for all pests because they can cause 
great distress and carry health problems 
for the public. 

“It is disappointing that we now have to 
consider introducing charges for the first 
time. However, in light of reducing budg¬ 
ets as a result of Government cuts, that is 
preferable to cutting the service for local 
people. Before we make any decisions on 
which pest treatments we might charge for 
and the level of any charges, we would re¬ 
ally like to hear people’s views. 

“While having to charge for some pest 
control services is almost inevitable, we 
have no plans to charge for dealing with 
rats and mice.”

We were in attendance while 
a recovery of the lorry took place.” 

A picture posted online showed 
the lorry wedged under the bridge. 
It was uploaded by Twitter user @ 
MasterMonkeyMon, who said ‘know 
your height #moralofthestory.’ 

He uploaded two other pictures 
showing traffic at a standstill by 
the bridge, and said there was ‘grid¬ 
lock.’ The trailer suffered damage 
to its sides and rear, exposing the 
contents inside.

A FRAID to laugh in public and perpetually 
having trouble eating, Jenny admits she 
left it far too long before sorting out some 
new dentures.

I T’S hard to imagine after losing natural 
teeth, things could ever be quite the same 
again.

M EETING Vicki Ball is all about her 
smiles - lots of them. She’s gener¬ 
ous with her compliments, can’t wait for 
her next holiday adventure and has the 
most infectious of laughs. 

Her company is light and she’s gushing with 
the praise about her new look. 

A retired community midwife who was based 
at the former Wordsley Hospital, the bubbly 
60-something-year-old is quick to affirm: “I 
love my new teeth and they look natural, don’t 
they?” 

Adding: “You can’t tell they’re not my own,”

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Murder police in voh to 
nab mystery accomplice 



RUTHLESS robber Paul 
Cooke kept the identity of his 
accomplice a secret - and 
took it with him as he started 
a jail term for murder. 

Cooke must serve at least 
28-and-a-half years for killing the 
man he regarded as his ‘uncle. ’ 

But detectives vowed never to give 
up the hunt for the other person in¬ 
volved in the savage attack which left 
pensioner Ronald Smith bleeding to 
death on the threshold of his home in 
Cottage Walk, West Bromwich. 

He was stabbed at least 20 times 
after answering the door to the 
35-year-old prolific burglar who had 
known the victim - a personal friend 
of his father - for most of his life. 

Det Insp Ian Iliffe has already elim¬ 
inated 240 people in the hunt for the 
mystery accomplice. He vowed: “Our 
inquiries will continue to identify who 
the second person was. 

Evidence 

“The defendant has declined to help 
with this line of inquiry but he now 
has plenty of time to reflect on this 
decision. 

“My investigation team will not rest 
until that person is found. I would ap¬ 
peal to anybody who feels they know 
the identity of the individual. All we 
need is the name. I have the evidence 
to eliminate those who are not the 
right person.” 

Cooke insisted that the public gal¬ 
lery was cleared of all relatives of Mr 
Smith - who was one of 10 children 
- before being prepared to enter his 
guilty plea. Many of those close to the 
victim knew the defendant. 

DI Iliffe said: “It was quite telling 
that he was not prepared to face the 
family so that they could not actually 
see him in person admitting what 
he had done. Ronald Smith was a 
law-abiding person who minded his

own business. What happened to him 
was absolutely shocking.” 

Mrs Janet Stevens, one of Mr 
Smith’s sisters, said: “He was a lovely 
man. Although he lived on his own, it 
was always a pleasure to see him. His 
murder has caused the family great 
hardship.” 

Friends of the murdered man said 
he lived a quiet life on his own for at 
least 20 years but had a close circle of 
friends - including his killer’s father - 
who popped regularly popped round to 
his maisonette for a chat and a drink. 

Mr Smith scratched the attacker 
and forensic scientists found traces 
of Cooke’s DNA under the victim’s 
fingernails. The defendant also left a

palm print on a windowsill, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court heard. 

Two and a half hours later he bought 
a new Samsung Galaxy mobile at a 
Birmingham branch of Tesco Express 
and got himself a new phone number. 

Mr Amjad Malik, QC, prosecuting, 
said Cooke was unhappy when offered 
accommodation in Birmingham on his 
release from prison the day before the 
murder. After the killing he booked 
into the Metro Inn Hotel in Walsall. 

The body was found after a month 
in the entry hall where he had fallen 
and bled to death. Cooke and his ac¬ 
complice stepped over the body on 
their way out with their £600 takings.

Getting to the heart of 
matter as cardiologist 


NHS HEROES 


ONCE again we focus some of 
our time on the quiet heroes of 
the NHS, from a wide variety of 
backgrounds doing a wide varie¬ 
ty of jobs. 

Sandwell and West Birming¬ 
ham Hospitals NHS Trust is one 
of the Black Country’s largest 
NHS organisations.lt employs 
7,500 people, many of whom live 
locally. Last year, the trust pro¬ 
vides care from 150 locations. 
This week we highlight: 

DR DEREK CONNOLLY 
Consultant Interventional 
Cardiologist 



FIGHTING one of the leading 
killer diseases in the UK, car¬ 
diologist Dr Derek Connol¬ 
ly has made saving patients 
from the ravages of heart 
disease his life’s work. 

As Consultant Intervention¬ 
al Cardiologist at Sandwell and 
West Birmingham Hospitals NHS 
Trust (SWBH) Derek recalls the 
path that led him to the Trust: “I 
grew up in Scotland back in the 
70s when heart disease was al¬ 
ready the top killer disease in the 
UK. 

“I remember at that time, many 
people died because there was not 
much that could be done. Although I 
was young, I knew that I wanted to 
do something to save lives. So, I got 
a place in the Medical School at the 
University of Edinburgh and focused 
on cardiology so that I could make a 
difference.” 

At the university, Derek achieved 
a first class degree and the Brunton 
medal for his excellent academic per¬ 
formance. He then undertook further 
training at the University of California 
in San Diego, USA, where he was men¬ 
tored by some of the the first clinicians 
to use angioplasty to treat hearts. 

This was a significant milestone for 
Derek as he realised angioplasty would 
be the game changer for heart disease 
patients, so he returned to Britain to 
practise his skills as an interventional 
cardiologist, and spent the next 10 
years at Papworth and Addenbrookes 
in Cambridge successfully completing 
his PhD at the University of Cam¬ 
bridge. 

“After achieving my PhD, I wanted 
to move to an area that most needed 
my skills. I came to Sandwell in 2000. 
We became the one of the first centred 
in the UK that offered an angioplasty 
service. In my career, the heart at¬ 


tack mortality rate has dramatically 
reduced from 33 per cent to three per 
cent - the lowest ever rate in the UK,” 
he said. 

Six years ago, he set up a coronary 
angiogram service which uses a CT 
scan to look for the cause of chest pain 
in a much quicker and more effective 
way than before. Derek said: “This 
service is actually one of a kind in the 
country and not many centres in the 
UK are able to perform this test. It is 
one of the highlights of my career to 
make the service available to our local 
community.” 

It is not surprising that in order 
to achieve so much, Derek normally 
works up to 60-80 hours a week. He 
said: “Saving people’s lives is our mis¬ 
sion. It is so rewarding to see many 
patients we have saved in the past still 
living healthy lives now.” 

Derek was also one of the first cli¬ 
nicians to be on the committee for the 
Midland Metropolitan Hospital. In 


fact, he came up with the name: Mid¬ 
land “Metropolitan” Hospital. 

Aside from being a dedicated cli¬ 
nician, Derek is also a cardiology 
researcher. He is the UK Chief In¬ 
vestigator of one of the largest trial 
in heart disease called Fourier, which 
looks into using a new way to reduce 
cholesterol in patients who have heart 
disease.Derek is a big fan of West Bro¬ 
mwich Albion Football Club. And, it 
was thanks to his interest in the Bag¬ 
gies, that he has managed to help in a 
few well publicised cases of people hav¬ 
ing heart problems at the Hawthorns. 

He and his wife Louise, who is from 
Wednesbury, are expecting their sec¬ 
ond baby. He said: “I also have two 
grown up daughters.” Derek also 
makes time for music as he plays bass 
for the Trust’s Cardiology band - the 
Tympaniks. He said: “Music helps me 
relax and there is nothing more fun 
than to play with your colleagues who 
are also your good friends.”

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Borough among 
worst in UK for 
dental hygiene 


ONE in every eight people in 
Sandwell have had a tooth pulled 
out - placing the borough in the 
UK’s top five places for people 
with the worst teeth. 

The new data from the NHS showed 
that in total there were more than four 
million tooth extractions carried out 
by NHS dentists in the last financial 
year. 

Extractions were most common in South 
Tyneside - one for every six children and 
adults. But Sandwell was not far behind, 
with one in every eight people having to un¬ 
dergo the unpleasant experience of having a 
tooth pulled out. 

The same ratio was seen in Hull and 
Stoke-on-Trent, while in Blackpool and 
Medway there has been one extraction for 
every seven people. Across the UK, among 
adults there were 3.1 million extractions to¬ 
gether, with 917,346 performed on children. 


The figures also showed that four out of 
10 children have not visited a dentist in the 
last year, and that this worrying number is 
only rising. 

Some 42.1 per cent of under 18s - almost 
five million children - did not visit an NHS 
dentist in 2015/16, which is up by 40 per 
cent from the year before, data from NHS 
Digital shows. 

In addition over a two-year period from 
2014 to 2016, 48.3 per cent of adults did 
not visit a dentist. Figures analysed by the 
Press Association in February also showed 
a rise in hospital treatment for children suf¬ 
fering tooth decay. 

There were more than 14,000 cases 
among children aged five and under need¬ 
ing teeth removed in hospital in 2014/15. 

Reacting to the latest shocking statistics, 
Professor Nigel Hunt, dean of the faculty 
of dental surgery at the Royal College of 
Surgeons, said: “There is nothing to smile 
about in these woeful statistics.”

A PRIMARY school is marking a new 
academic year with new facilities, ena¬ 
bling them to accept more pupils. 

Lightwoods Primary School on Cas¬ 
tle Road East in Oldbury, has now got 
a second site off Wolverhampton Road.

Before we were taking 30 chil¬ 
dren in reception each year, but they 
asked us if we could expand to take 60. 
In order to achieve that we needed to 
expand the school site.” 

With Our Lady and St Hubert’s 
Catholic Primary School relocating 
from its site off Wolverhampton Road, 
to new, larger premises on Moat Road 
in Oldbury, there was the opportunity 
to take over their old home. 

Mrs Bowen added: “This centre was 


previously part of St Hubert’s, but 
they have now moved, which allowed 
us to expand Lightwoods. Now we 
have the two sites, we can have one for 
early years and Key Stage 1.” 

Children in Key Stage 2 will con¬ 
tinue to be based on the Castle Road 
East site. Starting with this academic 
year, over a seven year period the 
school will continue to admit 60 pu¬ 
pils in reception, split into two classes, 
thus allowing the to reach a total ca¬ 
pacity of 420 by September 2022.

World premiere of 
The Tempest ballet

AA NEW ballet choreo¬ 
graphed by David Bintley 
and inspired by William 
Shakespeare is to have its 
world premiere at Birming¬ 
ham Hippodrome on Satur¬ 
day. 

Full-length ballet The Tempest is a 
major work to conclude Birmingham 
Royal Ballet’s 2016 Shakespeare sea¬ 
son. BRB artistic director Bintley is 
promising a breath-taking production 
full of dazzling dance, theatrical wiz¬ 
ardry and stunning designs by War 
Horse’s Rae Smith. 

It will be set to a new score by ac¬ 
claimed British composer Sally Beam¬ 
ish and lit by Bruno Poet, whose 
previous credits include Miss Saigon. 

Yorkshire-born Bintley is an hon¬ 
orary Brummie. He has been offered 
other major jobs but has stayed in 
Birmingham for 21 years, since the 
company relocated from London in a 
remarkable cultural coup for the sec¬ 
ond city. An avid Villa fan, he loves 
the city and loves how embedded the 
Birmingham Royal Ballet is in the cul¬ 
tural landscape. 

A former dancer who graduated to 
become artistic director, and who re¬ 
ceived a CBE for his services to dance 
in the Queen’s 2001 Honours, he has 
been working hard on his latest pro¬ 
ject to make a memorable conclusion 
to a season that marked the 400th 
anniversary of the death of Britain’s 
greatest writer. 

“I’ve been thinking about doing 
The Tempest for more than 30 
years,” he said. “I was really waiting 
for the right composer to come along. 
Four years ago I heard the music of 
Sally Beamish and that was it. Within 


a week we were in touch.” 

Bintley conjures Prospero’s mag¬ 
ical isle, from what was probably 
Shakespeare’s final work before his 
death, in a spellbinding new work. 

The Tempest is the story of a man 


determined to right past wrongs by 
all means in his power. It intertwines 
themes of love, loyalty and loss, punc¬ 
tuated by a comedy, magic, more 
than one conspiracy and a spectacu¬ 
lar masque featuring gods and spirits.

And having landed the role of Maria, Lucy is thrilled to be 
taking part in the touring production that comes to Wolver¬ 
hampton Grand Theatre from Tuesday to Saturday. 

“It’s hard work, it’s very hard work, but it’s such a wonder¬ 
ful thing to be a part of,” said Lucy. “My parents both worked 
in musical theatre and it was something that we always did 
as a family, as we were growing up. Actually, we were nick¬ 
named the Von Trapps by our family friends long, long before 
this was on the horizon.” 

Lucy initially moved from Ireland to the UK to pursue her 
musical theatre career. She had started training classically 
when The Voice made her a household name. 

“My career took a turn that I wasn’t expecting with The 
Voice. A lot of people will know me from that,” said Lucy. 
“But the music for The Sound of Music needs no introduc¬ 
tion. It’s Rodgers and Hammerstein and they are songs that 
everybody knows. They are beautiful and I am so lucky that 
I get to sing them every night.” 

Lucy had grown up watching Julie Andrews perform the 
role and was unsure whether she could live up to expectation.

Series shows Sugar is 
still sweet on success 


Y es, that’s Sergei Prokofiev’s 
haunting Dance of the Knight 
(aka Montagues and Capulets) 
you can hear coming out of your TV 
speakers. 

So unless Sunderland AFC are 
making their way onto the pitch (the 
theme is also used on matchdays at 
the Stadium of Light), then The 
Apprentice is back. 

We all know the score by now - a 
new batch of sycophants desperate to 
impress us with their business 
acumen and rezoomays descend on 
the capital, all armed with their 
wheelie suitcases and soundbites. 

Then Lord Sugar steps down from 
his private jet, into the back of the 
Roller and off to the boardroom to 
regale everyone with tales of how he 
began his own business, loaded the 
lorries, designed the product and 
stood on the production line, and now 
he’s a peer with a private plane. 

Tonight Sugar begins his latest 
search for a chip-off-the-old-block 
rough diamond to polish. 

The winners of The Apprentice 
haven’t always gone to forge long- 


lasting relationships with Sir Alan, but 
triumphing in the show can certainly 
give them a leg up on the 
entrepreneurial ladder. 

Last year’s winner Joseph Valente 
used his prize to expand his plumbing 
business, and predecessor Mark 
Wright launched an SEO business 
called Climb Online. 

The champ from 2013 Dr Leah 
Totton owns a cosmetic skin clinic and 
has also appeared on This Morning, 
while 2012’s Ricky Martin owns a 
recruitment company. 

Other notable contestants from 
years gone by have included Michelle 
Dewberry, the season two champion 
who continues to be a media 
personality, and Katie Hopkins - now 
one of the country’s most divisive 
writers. 

So who are the candidates that will 
be tasked with donning pines over 
their a shiny suits to flog fish fingers to 
stockbrokers in the City this year?

Turkish delight as my birthday 
girl tucked in to this lovely fare 


HAVING never been to Turkey the 
chance to sample some of the 
nation’s dishes from the comfort 
of a restaurant nearby appealed 
to us as a family - so we thought 
we’d give Istanbul a visit. 

The trip also coincided with my 
daughter, Annabelle’s, second birth¬ 
day and, luckily, as there are very few 
dishes, foods and flavours she doesn’t 
like, we thought it would be nice for 
her to try something a bit different. 

It was a Sunday afternoon, 5pm to be 
exact, so we thought we might have the run 
of the place to ourselves and, although we 
were the second family in, it was soon filling 
up. The decor at the Istanbul Restaurant 
in High Street, Rowley Regis was very wel¬ 
coming, with the open plan-style seating.

The atmosphere always seems better when 
there’s an open kitchen too. The smell of 
cooking drifting throughout the restaurant 
was enough to get the tastebuds going but 
the fact we were already hungry meant we 
were soon ready to order. 

Pictures hung from each wall depicting 
Turkish scenes and the music gently play¬ 
ing through the speakers was also local to 
the country, which gave the whole place an 
authentic feeling. 

But not too over the top, the kind of place 
you could relax in a pair of jeans with fam¬ 
ily and friends over a few drinks while also 
feeling just as at home dressing up a bit. 

The clientele is bound to be different on 
Friday and Saturday night but as a family, 
with a young daughter, we were made to 
feel very welcome. 


With a Turkish beer, Efes, and a Turkish 
red wine ordered we chose our starters. 

All the sharing platters looked very ap¬ 
pealing, including the mix cold meze plat¬ 
ter for two or more, with hummus, tarama, 
cacik, pancar salata, saksuka and sarma. 

We opted for two very different starters, 
with my wife, Kelly, going for one of her fa¬ 
vourites, cacik or tzatziki, which really is 
simplicity itself and always tastes good. 

Challenge 

The mixture of homemade yoghurt, cu¬ 
cumber, dry mint, dill, garlic and olive oil 
tasted really delicious. My choice was the 
mitite kofte, minced meat balls cooked in 
wine with tomato sauce. It was delicious 
and it all came with a bowl of flat breads to 
share. When it was time to order the mains, 
selecting a single meal each was even more 
of a challenge. But a decision had to be 


made and in the end we went for kaburga, 
lamb ribs marinated with herbs, and kleft¬ 
iko, a lamb shank mixed with peppers, baby 
carrots and baby potatoes, all cooked in a 
clay oven. 

The children’s menu also contained six 
dishes and we decided to try the chicken 
shish for my daughter, which came with 
salad and chips. Kelly really enjoyed her 
meal too and I can vouch for the flavour as 
I managed to steal a few mouthfuls. 

The entire lamb shank just fell off the 
bone. Mine was a little dry for my liking - 
not a criticism because it came exactly as 
you would expect - but I asked for a side 
order of yoghurt just to add a bit more mois¬ 
ture. 

We both had one more drink each, an¬ 
other beer and a Cosmopolitan cocktail, so 
when the bill came to just over £47 for the 
lot, we were even more impressed.

Panamera 

reworked

The second-generation Panamera Turbo has 
been completely reworked from the ground 
up, featuring improved styling, a more pow¬ 
erful engine and cutting-edge technology. 

The new Panamera’s proportions have increased 
over those of the first-generation model. The car is 
now 34mm longer, 6mm wider and 5mm taller, while 
the wheelbase has also been lengthened by 30mm. 

Under the bonnet, Porsche has fitted a new 4.0-litre, 
twin-turbo V8, which powers all four wheels through an 
eight-speed, twin-clutch PDK gearbox. While the Turbo’s 
powerplant may have shrunk in comparison with its prede¬ 
cessor, power is up 30bhp to 543bhp. The turbo now has 
more pulling power than ever before, too, with the new car 
producing 770Nm compared with the old model’s 700Nm. 

Despite a number of facelifts over the years, the first-gen¬ 
eration Panamera was never a looker. While the new car has 
been dramatically improved in the looks area, you would still 
be hard-pressed to label it a properly attractive car. 

Styling cues such as a new LED light bar that stretches 
across the rear end of the car help to link the Panamera 
to the rest of the current Porsche range - a similar feature 
also adorns the new 718 Boxster and Cayman models. In 
addition, trapezoidal quad exhausts help differentiate the 
Panamera Turbo from the new 4S and 4S Diesel models. 
The Panamera Turbo also features a new extendable rear 
wing, which splits as it deploys. Not only does this help with 
downforce and stability, it also looks incredibly cool. 

The interior has also been completely reworked. The ma¬ 
jority of the traditional buttons that festooned the centre con¬ 
sole on the old car have been done away with. Touch-sen¬ 
sitive buttons in smart-looking black panel surfacing now 
control the majority of the Panamera’s fixtures and fittings. 

Although these new controls may not be as easy to use 
(or find) while on the move as traditional buttons are, they 
certainly make for an incredibly attractive and luxurious-feel¬ 
ing cabin. 

The Panamera’s interior more than makes up for any mis¬ 
givings the car’s exterior might inspire. 

Touchscreen 

Those features that aren’t operated through the buttons 
on the centre console are controlled through the new 12.3- 
inch touchscreen in the centre of the dash - even the air 
conditioning. Other features controlled via this large, re¬ 
sponsive screen include the online sat nav, Apple CarPlay 
integration, and chassis set-up controls to name but a few. 

Like any vehicle that caters towards the premium end of 
the saloon car section of the market, the Panamera will cer¬ 
tainly not leave you wanting for space on the inside. 

Don’t be fooled into thinking that the 20mm reduction in 
roofline height above the rear passenger compartment has 
infringed on space, as Porsche claims there is now more 
headroom available for backseat passengers than before. 

This is a win-win situation, as the lower roofline makes the 
car appear longer, lower and, ultimately, better looking. Rear 
passengers also won’t feel short-changed when it comes to 
headroom or rear legroom. 

From a practicality point of view, the Panamera has been 
improved yet again. Boot space is up by 50 litres , reaching 
495 litres with the rear seats in place. Fold the back seats 
down and this is increased to 1,304 litres. 

One thing rapidly becomes apparent the moment you 
set off in the Panamera Turbo: the huge amount of pow¬ 
er the 4.0-litre V8 is capable of putting down on the road. 
Producing 543bhp, this new engine helps shift the car from 
0-62mph in 3.8 seconds and on to a top speed of 190mph. 

The optional Sport Response button is also a great toy 
to play with, summoning the Panamera’s maximum power 
for 20 seconds. Once pressed, the engine’s response is 
dramatically sharpened, as is the shift ferocity of the PDK 
gearbox. This all adds up to you being thrown into the back 
of the comfortable, supportive seats. 

Through the corners, all-wheel drive coupled with the op¬ 
tional active rear-wheel steering system on the test car mean 
you never really feel like you’re going to run out of grip. The 
car’s steering is also well weighted and gives a pleasing 
amount of feedback. 

Trundling around town, the Panamera is incredibly refined 
and comfortable, with road noise kept to a minimum. Put 
the car on the motorway and it’s much the same story. This 
is a great cruising machine, with wind noise being the only 
intrusion you might notice as you push on. 

Compared with its closest rivals, the Panamera Turbo 
could almost be considered something of a bargain. Por¬ 
sche throws in plenty of kit as standard for the £113,075 
you’ll pay for a Panamera Turbo. 

Considering that a Maserati Quattroporte GTS or 
Mercedes-AMG S63 will set you back at least £115,980 and 
£127,675 respectively, the Panamera does make a fairly 
strong case for itself.

Comfort and 


practicality

Visit almost any European city and 
you’ll probably be taken aback by 
the sheer numbers of scooters on 
the road. 

The advantages are obvious: they’re 
small enough to nip in and out of traffic, 
easy to park, cheap to run and offer more 
weather protection than a typical motor¬ 
cycle. 

But in recent years bigger, more powerful 
examples of the genre seem to have catered 
for a pent up demand for personal transport 
which will keep up with traffic on bypasses 
and even the motorway, and offer even higher 
levels of comfort and practicality. 

Many manufacturers have produced scoot¬ 
ers with the performance edging that of a mid¬ 
dleweight bike, but Piaggio broke the mould 
when it launch its innovative MP3: a three 
wheeler designed to get drivers out of their 
cars (and the traffic jams). 

And the flagship is £7,736 MP3 500, which 
comes in ‘business’ and ‘sport’ styles and, be¬ 
cause of its third wheel, is the only 500 you 
can driver on a standard car licence. 

That’s one advantage: another is its extra 
stability and its extraordinary front steering 
and suspension system: Piaggio’s own inven¬ 
tion which allows the MP3 to corner quickly 
and competently with eye-popping lean an¬ 
gles. 

With third-wheel stability, the MP2 doesn’t 
feel heavy to handle at a crawl or when push¬ 
ing backwards from a parking spot, as some 
similar-sized machines do. 

The new MP3 has added safety features, 
with a traction control system to avoid wheel- 


spin and slides on the rear (driven) wheel 
and anti-lock brakes for safer stopping - plus 
it has disc brakes on all three 13-inch alloy 
wheels. 

This latest version has been modified to 
provide more room in the rider’s seat/handle¬ 
bars/footboard triangle, with big, comfortable 
seats for the rider and passenger, with low but 
well-positioned backrest cushions for maxi¬ 
mum comfort. An event softer gel saddle is 
an option.generous 

Pillion passengers get s generous amount 
of space, too. 

Comfortable 

Progress on the road is particularly smooth, 
thanks both to the suspension and the fuel 
injection system with ‘fly by wire’ throttle sys¬ 
tem. 

On my test run along a dual carriageway 
it made short work of accelerating up to 
70mph, and felt comfortable holding there, 
with the large, height adjustable screen doing 
an excellent job of deflecting the wind blast. 

With plenty of power in reserve, the engine 
runs quietly and is barely audible above the 
usual wind in the helmet noise. 

The advertised top speed is 89mph and 
I’m sure it would reach that (if it was legal) 
but its capability and comfort on the test 
ride convinced me that a long motorway run 
would be somewhat less physically stressful 
than some bikes. 

The 40bhp, four-stroke engine has been 
completely revamped, with the accent on 
increasing torque at low revs for quicker, 
smoother acceleration off the mark, while it’s 
also more economical. Riders can change the 
engine mapping at the touch of a button to 
economy mode for even better fuel efficiency. 

The tilting forks at the front can be locked 


or unlocked at the flick of a switch so that - 
with practice - the rider rarely has to put a foot 
down as the bike comes to a halt. But it is a skill 
you have to develop - for example as soon as 
you touch the throttle the lock disengages, so 
you don’t want to be half-hearted about it or it 
could prove embarrassing and costly. 

As someone more used to bikes, putting a 
foot down seems much more natural - espe¬ 


cially as the low (790) seat means most riders 
should easily manage that. But the MP3 is also 
equipped with a handbrake, so in combina¬ 
tion with locked forks you don’t really need to 
bother with the side stand when parking. 

The lockable luggage compartment under 
the seat is plenty big enough to hold two hel¬ 
mets, and has a courtesy light plus a 12 volt 
power socket, 


The coventional two-dial instrument pan¬ 
el is supplemented by a multifunction digital 
display with a comprehensive trip computer 
and, higher up (just below the screen) there’s 
a slim panel housing an array of warning lights 
including main beam, oil pressure and so on, 
A Piaggio multimedia platform is an add-on 
system which allows owners to link a smart 
phone to the scooter and its systems.

Hard graft key as Pulis 
reaches grand milestone 


‘OUT of all the family, I was the lucky one, 
I was the one that got out, so I don’t regret 
anything and I don’t want for anything.’ 

Last Saturday was a landmark one for Albion head 
coach Tony Pulis as he marked his 1,000th game in 
management after 24 years at the coalface. 

And although he’s divided opinion among supporters for 
the majority of that time, he’s also climbed up the divisions 
to become one of the most recognisable characters in Brit¬ 
ish football. 

It’s been a long journey from humble beginnings in Pill- 
gwenlly, South Wales. 

“There were eight of us living in a three-bedroom ter¬ 
raced house, and if mum ran out of milk she would go next 
door and the neighbour would give her a bottle of milk,” 
he reminisced. 

“That would happen through the street, through the 
area, everybody helped everybody. 

“I remember the miners’ strike in the early 70s, no¬ 
body could get coal, or this or that, and people went round 
houses. If people were short, people would look after them.” 

That community spirit has stuck with Pulis ever since, 
and it shines through in his football ethos. 

The 58-year-old has witnessed many changes in the game 
over the past quarter of a century, but there are some con¬ 
stants, like teamwork and hard graft. 

Reputation 

“I have always instilled - which is so important to me as 
a manager of people - the DNA get on together,” he said. 
“Everyone was prepared to work together, and everyone 
either won or lost together.” 

The former Stoke boss is well aware of his reputation, 
and the lazy pundits who label his tactics ‘anti-football’. 

Modern Premier League football is a pantomime, with 
heroes and villains, and it’s all too easy to cast Pulis as the 
latter because of his ‘agricultural’ approach. 

But if it was that simple then surely the coach who’s 
never been relegated would have been found out by now. 

“People say about me and my style of play,” he says. “I 
tell you what I do, I go into football clubs, try and find out

what systems suit those players and try to get the damned¬ 
est out of the players. That’s what I’ve done everywhere 
I’ve been. 

“If I’ve got a load of centre-halves who can’t pass, you 
don’t want them to pass out from the back. You have to 
look at the strengths and work around that.” 

Is it irritating though, being one of the longest-serv¬ 
ing managers in British football, but saddled with such a 
one-dimensional reputation? 

“That is life, you get pigeon-holed and you accept it or 
you fight it. I have accepted it, that is what people think. 
There is enough people out there that see it differently.” 

Although he’s quick to point out how lucky he’s been, 
there is a slight annoyance that he’s never been given the 
best squad, in any division. 

Gillingham, Portsmouth, Plymouth; they were all strug¬ 
gling when he took charge, and he left all three in a better 
position. The same can be argued for Stoke and Crystal 
Palace. 

One day, he’d love ‘the opportunity of working with real 
quality’. 

“The basic principles would remain,” he assures. “But 
you’d give them more leeway to express themselves and 
make decisions themselves.” 

The closest he ever came to that was at Palace, when the 
style evolved into something more exciting, more entertain¬ 
ing. “Palace is an ideal scenario,” he said. “When I went 


there, the players and the team were all over the place. 
We managed to get some players in during the window. 
But during that early time the biggest thing was finding 
a way to win.” 

There have also been some memorable scraps. He re¬ 
fused to go into detail about specific incidents - like the 
infamous naked head-butt on striker James Beattie - but 
he did say: “If someone has been top cock, I’ve knocked him 
down. Some respond, some don’t. As Cloughie used to say, 
there’s no room for two big heads in this club.” 

But football has changed since the days of Brian Clough. 
There are no more dressing room brawls, no more pinning 
players against the wall. 

“There was a time and place for that, but that was years 
ago,” said Pulis. “There are times when I still lose my tem¬ 
per and go after one or two players but it would never come 
to that. You couldn’t do it.” 

Money has changed the dynamics of football, and not 
necessarily for the better. Pulis say players are ‘film stars’ 
now, paid extortionate amounts of cash far too young, and 
it is detrimental to their development as people. 

Money 

His solution? A day working in the local industry to bring 
them back down to earth. 

“One day at Stoke we took them to the pots,” he said. 
“Show them what kids will have to do when they leave 
school rather than playing football, being given 30 pairs 
of boots, being paid a lot of money. They need a reality 
check.” 

Although it’s been nearly a quarter of a century in vari¬ 
ous hot seats, Pulis has no plans of retiring any time soon, 
there’s plenty more petrol left in the tank. 

The passion still burns away inside, and the defeats still 
hurt as much. 

“I’ve got a little room which I just go in,” he revealed. 
“There is a just a television in there and my wife brings 
my food and a glass of wine. Then she leaves me till the 
next morning.” 

But the fiery coach has mellowed with age, thanks in part 
to the arrival of grandchildren. “They are lovely, they bring 
you back down to earth.”

on blue plaques. At the mo¬ 
ment only 33 of the 900 are 
currently dedicated to figures 
who come from those back¬ 
grounds. 

Regis travelled to London 
and pulled the cord at the of¬ 
ficial unveiling. He said: “It 
was a massive honour.” 

Cunningham’s family mem¬ 
bers, Albion fans, and ex-Al- 
bion forward Garth Crooks 
were also in attendance.

PULIS PULLS IT 
OFF FOR POINT 


THERE was hardly a more fit¬ 
ting way to end the 1,000th 
game of Tony Pulis’s career. 

A Pulis set-piece, practised on the 
Pulis training ground the day before, 
won Pulis’s side a point against Pulis’s 
old team at the ground where Pulis 
made his name. 

It looked like a tight, 90-minute battle in the 
wind, which yielded seven yellow cards, was 
going to be won by Joe Allen - the best player on 
the pitch - bundling in a shot 18 minutes from 
time when the ball fell to his feet just eight yards 
out. But Pulis, as he has so often in his 24-year 
career, had the last laugh. 

After last weekend’s six-goal thriller at The 
Hawthorns, this performance was the inevitable 
revert to type, a solid defensive display with little 
quality going forward. 

Nacer Chadli was too far away from Salomon 
Rondon in a 4-1-4-1 formation and the Baggies 
failed to pepper Lee Grant in the Stoke goal on 
his Premier League debut. 

But now is not the time to criticise Pulis, 
whose long career was summed up by this game 
in microcosm. Now is the time to celebrate him. 

He’s one of the best, if not the best, at winning 
points from improbable positions. 

But six games into the season and the table is 
starting to take shape, with the big seven teams 
occupying places in the top eight, with the Bag¬ 
gies right behind them, in the top half with eight 
points. No matter how poor Stoke have been this 
season, a point away from home is always well- 
earned one, and more importantly, it keeps the 
momentum going from the West Ham win. 

Chadli was the hero for that game, but it was 
Rondon this time around, as the Venezuelan’s 
impressive start continued. 

That’s three goals already this season, and five 
in his last seven Premier League starts. 

But it was the manner of his injury-time equal¬ 
iser that impressed most, and suggests he really 
can have that 15-20 goal season Pulis predicted. 

The only Albion player who looked like scor¬ 
ing, he had fashioned himself a couple of chances 
earlier in the match that were then blazed over 
the crossbar. But that didn’t dent his confidence, 
and in the 91st minute he stole the ball off Evans’ 
head to glance in the equaliser.
